Upland’s participation in the 
Ontario sewerage disposal plant 
has been fixed at $32,803.80 in a 
new contract. submitted to the 
Upland and Ontario city councils 
City Manager Richard G. Manley 
reported, 

The contract was drawn by 
O'Melveny & Myers, Los Angeles 
lawyers, and places a value of 
$134,835 on the whcle present 
Sewerage disposal facility on South 
Campus avenue in Ontario. 

For the past three years, Mr. 
Manley commented, Upland has 
keen using the Ontario plant and 
has made no payments during that 
time. Under the new contract, 
the three-year operation costs will! 
be ta’‘oulated and Upland will pay 
2&8 per cent. 

Upland would also pay 28 per 
cent of the operating expenses in 
the future. 

Under the proposed contract. 
Upland would buy into the On- 
tario system, the $32,803.80 repre- 
senting Upland’s , proportionate 
ownership. The alternative for 
Upland would be to construct its | 
own plant, which might cost 





wards of $100,000, he said. 

The draft contract submitted to 
the twe city councils by the Los 
Angeles lawyers incorporate 
changes requested by Ontario and 
Upland councilmen and represents 
close agreement by members of 
the two groups, Mr, Manley said. 

The sewerage disposal plant is 
now operating at capacity and a 
post-war expansion program is al- 
so planned when materials can be 
obtained. 

The Ontaric, sewerage disposal 
system wwas built in 1985 and Up- 
land has used it since that time.

Hurting Citrus 


Shortage of refrigerator cars is 
seriously hampering shipment of 
Upland citrus fruits, packing house 
officials reported today. 

Embargo placed on shipments 
last week and the week preceding 
by federal government orders have 
heen lifted, but packing houses 
have had difficulty odtaining suf- 
ficient cars to market fruit on 
hand, they said. 

Just what the ‘permanent effec’ 
will be will not be known for an- 
other week or two, one official 
said, and another added “we wil! 
never catch up with what we Ise. | 

However, there has been no 
damage to the citrus as yet. 

While lemons can be held in star- 
age a certain length of time, the 
packing house ‘plans its work te 
send shipments to market 
pro-rate schedule and restriction 
of movement due to the shortage 
results in upsetting the schedule 
and crowding storage. 

Valencia oranges are not stored 
but are shipped when picked. Cur- 
tailment of shipments results in 
less picking in the fields. , 

The car shortage has ‘also af- 
fected the’ Chino-Ontario district 
harvest of 2000 acres cf potatoes 
valued at more than $1,000,000, 
and army assistance has been ask- 
ed to get the crop to market be- 
fore it spoils.

On every ton of steel the Fon- 
tana plant produced last year the 
tax cost was twice the average of 
the industry and four times great- 
er than at some of the main steel 
plants in the east which do not 
want the west to make steel, he 
stated. - 

He said Utah tax authorities 
cit the assessment on the Geneva 
plant from $21,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000, although the mill at Geneva 
is two and a half times as large 
as the Fontana plant. 

Mr. Guthrie pointed out that 
twenty-three California congress- 
men, headed by Harry R. Shep- 
pard, have made formal demand 
that the government take cogniz- 
ance of the Fontana situation and 
help preserve the plant and that 
Governor Warren at Sacramento 
is heading a movement seeking the 
same end. 

While the entire delegation at 
Washington and the state admin- 
istration at Sacramento are do- 
ing everything possible to encour- 
age the preservation of the Fon- 
tana plant, Mr. Guthrie comment- 
ed, San Bernardino county offic- 
ials are pursuing a tax course 
which might close the mill by mak- 
ing it an economic impossibility.
